MWRA rates rising... 
but not for Wilmington 


Increases will not impact Wilmington 


By JAYNE W. MILLER 
WILMINGTON - Fiscal 
Year 2011 just began and 
MWRA rates are rising 
across communities in Easter 
Massachusetts, but not in 
Wilmington. Aiming for a 
modest increase this year, 
MWRaA's board advised man- 
agement not to poke cities 
and towns already reeling 
from local aid cuts and 
diminished local receipts. 
The average increase for 
water and sewer for this fis- 
cal year is 1.49 percent, 
“which is remarkably low,” 
said Rita Convery, spokesper- 
son for the Massachusetts 
Water Resources Authority. 
Rate increases are expected 
to be 3.9 percent for both 
FY2012 and F'Y2013, 

“I don’t anticipate a prob- 
lem,” said Town Manager 
Michael Caira. “We budget 
for minor increases.” 

“We like to have it steady, 
we like to be conservative,”

Yes, this is the year that everyone

‘The big issue is the income tax 
due on the original IRA, which can 
be considerable.

If you 
can pay those taxes from other 
funds, though, the IRA stash can 
continue earning, totally tax-free. 
A plus for high-income folk: you 
need not distribute any of it during 
your lifetime, unless you want to. 
Also, paying current taxes on the 
money now reduces estate tax 
down the line. 

‘There are downsides, though. A 
conversion can throw you into a 
higher tax bracket. It’s not advis- 
able for older people if they need to 
live on their retirement income or 
plan to donate it to a charity. And 
there are rules on pretax and after-

said Convery. The MWRA cel- 
ebrated its 25th birthday last 
week. As much as 58 percent 
of the MWRA’s operating bud- 
get goes to debt servicing on 
building projects to support 
the water system’s infrastruc- 
ture. Convery is quick to point 
out that roughly 80 percent of 
those projects were required 
by changes in the law or by a 
judge. 

The MWRA worked to keep 
the rate increase low for 
FY2011 by refinancing some 
debt and not budgeting wage 
increases for this year. Non- 
union managers received no 
increases last year and will 
not again this year. Further, 
the organization has taken 
advantage of some trends, 
lowering budget amounts for 


materials particularly 
chemicals - where prices 
have fallen. 


The authority, according to 
Convery, also did not want to 
have a zero rate increase this 
year, then have to raise ten 
percent the following year; 
thus making the multi-year 
solution optimal and allowing 
municipalities to forecast 
their budgets as well. 

For Wilmington, the slight 
increase by the MWRA will 
not translate into higher 
rates for residents this fiscal 
year. 

“It's a minimal increase to 
the point that it does not real- 
ly have an effect on the 
town’s water rate,” said 
Caira. “The rate has not been 
changed by the commission 
and we do not anticipate it 
being changed this year for 
the coming year.”

Colbert, locals take part in Trap Shooting event

While trap shooting might 
not be one of the most com- 
monplace sports in the annu- 
al Baystate Games, it’ is cer- 
tainly familiar to five local 
shooters, Ed Loud and Walter 
Bristol of Wilmington, and 
Joe Colbert, Steven Stella, 
Jay Bonugli and Meredith 
Bonugli of Tewksbury, 
enjoyed a day of fun competi- 
tion on Saturday, June 26, as 
they shot in the 2010 Baystate 
Summer Games held at 
North Leominster Rod & Gun 
Club in Lunenburg, 
Massachusetts. 

Unfamiliar to many, the 
sport of trap shooting 
involves shooting at target 
clay pigeons that are released 
into the air from a trap. This 
event consisted of two disci- 
plines, singles and doubles. In 
singles, targets are released 
one at a time, 16 yards away 
from the shooter. Shooters 
complete four rounds of 25 
shots, and receive one point 
for every target they hit. 
Doubles is run the same way 
as singles, but instead of one 


target released at a time, two 
targets are released simulta- 
neously. 

Colbert serves as the trap 

shooting commissioner for 
the Baystate Games, and is in 
his second year of doing so. 
After 17 years without hold- 
ing a trapshooting competi- 
tion in the Games, the sport 
was brought back last year. 
Colbert said it took a couple 
of years of playing phone-tag 
and working out logistics to 
get trap shooting back on the 
schedule, but it paid off, as 
this year’s event was a suc- 
cess. 
Scheduling, working with 
the local clubs to host the 
events, and recruiting volun- 
teers are just some the many 
tasks Colbert has as the 
Baystate Games trap shoot- 
ing commissioner. 

“The easiest part [of run- 
ning the event] for me was 
getting the shooters,” said 
Colbert. “We do it in con- 
junction with the 
Massachusetts Scholastic 
Clay Target Program, which 
is youth trap shooting, so a 
lot of kids participated which 


gave us. a little boost [as a 
new sport coming in], and we 
had a pretty good [amount] 
to start the event with.” 

In addition to working hard 
to make sure the event runs 
smoothly and is enjoyable for 
all who participate, Colbert 
participates himself. He 
began shooting trap as prac- 
tice for hunting, another 
hobby of his. In this competi- 
tion, Colbert shot doubles in 
the Men’s Open division with 
a score of 31 in event one and 
33 in event two, bringing him 
to a total score of 64. 

Bristol joined Colbert in the 
Men's Open doubles, scoring 
a 38 in event one, a 45 in event 
two, and finishing with a total 
score of 83. Earlier in the 
day, Bristol shot singles and 
scored 25 in event one, 24 in 
event two, 22 in event three, 
and 24 in event 4, finishing 
with a total score of 95. 

Stella also shot in the 
Men’s Open singles as well as 
in the doubles. In singles he 
scored a 23, 24, 23, and 24 in 
rounds one through four, 
respectively, and finished 
with a total score of 94. In 


doubles he shot a 36 in-event 
one and a 42 in event 2, fin- 
ishing with a total score of 78. 

Loud competed in the Boys’ 
Scholastic division, a high 
school age group, for both 
singles and doubles. In sin- 
gles he shot 17, 15, 16, and 19 
in rounds one through four, 
respectively, and finished 
with a total score of 67. In 
doubles he finished with a 
total score of 50, shooting a 27 
in event one and a 23 in event 
two.

= “Studies have shown that abuse of family pets has a direct 
correlation to the power and control that domestic violence 
offenders exert over those they abuse,” said Leone. “It is imper- 
ative that law enforcement officials and first responders are 
well versed on the connection between abusers and how they try 
and use those things that are held dear to the victims. We are 
ever-expanding our domestic violence initiatives in order to try 
to capture and understand the patterns of abuse committed by 
batterers and to reduce barriers against disclosure that exist. 
We remain committed to protecting our most vulnerable’ vic- 
tims and this training outlines the extreme and disturbing par- 
allels between domestic abuse and animal cruelty.” 

In recent years, a strong connection has been documented 
linking domestic violence abuse and animal abuse. Animal 
abuse can often signal a lethal domestic situation and is one of 
the risk factors authorities use to determine whether a domes- 
tic violence situation is high risk. 

One such case took place in 2009, where a Framingham man 
was sentenced to 23 years in state prison for strangling one girl- 
friend and intimidating another. His sentence also included 
committed time for his convictions for acts of animal cruelty, 
including killing a family cat and dumping its body in a local 
dumpster. 

Montiero Green, 36, of Framingham, was found guilty on 19 
charges, including attempted murder (2 counts), assault and 
battery with a dangerous weapon, assault and battery (10 
counts), witness intimidation (2 counts), stalking, malicious 
destruction of property, and animal cruelty (3 counts). 

“This dangerous, repeat offender was convicted for a histo- 
ry of escalating domestic violence - with one act more brutal 
than the other,” Leone said. “He sought to control everything 
and everyone through his extreme cruelty, abusing the victim 
and even her pets.” 

According to authorities, on January 4, police responded to 
the defendant’s home in Framingham for Naoto a woman 
beaten. Upon arrival, police found the victim hysterical and 
lying in the snow in only socks and a tank top. They also 
observed visible bruising above the victim’s eye. The victim 
was so scared that she initially could not tell authorities what 
had just happened to her. 

Authorities commenced an investigation and it was uncov- 
ered that there was a disturbing history of abuse by the defen- 
dant towards the victim and a second woman who resided in the 
household. The defendant would often strangle the victim, 
sometimes to the point where she would lose control of her bow- 
els and become unconscious. The defendant also regularly 
beat the victim, almost on a weekly basis. 

‘The defendant was also convicted of telling both women that 
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if they reported his abuse to the authorities or tried to leave the 
household, he would hunt them down and kill them. The defen- 
dant also routinely beat the two dogs by punching them, kick- 
ing them, throwing them at walls, and on at least one occasion 
off of a second story porch. The defendant also beat and killed 
the family cat and threw away the body in a local dumpster. 

Leone’s new initiative will help educate first responders to 
understand the connection between animal abuse and family 
violence, as well as to train them to acknowledge specific signs 
of victimization and know how to report it effectively. Often 
times, a victim will not testify against an abuser, but animal 
cruelty charges can result in an abuser being incarcerated or 
receiving a punishment equivalent to what might have resulted 
from the domestic violence case. 

"One avenue they (attackers and abusers) have for exerting 
control is through children, but another way is by inflicting vio- 
lence on an animal," said Leone. "My family and I are dog 
lovers, and so I know how much a pet like a dog can mean to 
someone, or a family, These individuals use violence, either the 
threat of it or actual violence inflicting harm, to try and control 
an individual. They threaten to hurt the animal if the person 
doesn't do what they say.” 

Recent statistics show that of 50 shelters surveyed about 
women and children escaping from domestic violence, 85% said 
that women in their shelter talked about pet abuse, 63% of chil- 
dren talked about pet abuse, and 83% said that they had 
observed the coexistence of domestic violence and pet abuse, 

Further research indicates that 70% to 75% of women report- 
ing domestic violence also reported that their partner had 
threatened and/or actually hurt or killed one or more of their 
pets, Actual (as distinct from threatened) harm to pets repre- 
sented the majority (57%) of reports. 

Nearly half (46.4%) of the incidents involved the father, step- 
father, or woman's boy-friend as the perpetrator. 93% of the 
children indicating they were “sort of upset” or “very upset” by 
the incidents. 50% of these children said they had protected 
pets, in some cases by directly intervening to keep pets from 
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Many victims, up to 25%, report that concern for their pets 
had affected their decisions about leaving or staying with the 
batterer. 

The initial training event in Leone’s program was attended 
by over 70 law enforcement officials, animal control officers, 
victim witness advocates, representatives from animal shel- 
ters, and many other organizations committed to the preven- 
tion of domestic viqlence and animal abuse. 

For many of those in attendance, this was their first expo- 
sure to the correlation between animal abuse in a home and 
domestic abuse. 

"The reaction has been very positive," said Leone. "Officers 
have been mentioning to me that this is something they are 
going to look at in situations and homes they are aware of. It's 
just another way, another tool, to help identify and then stop 
domestic violence and protect the victims." 

This initiative is the first in Middlesex County and will be 
expanded to other towns and cities in the county. 

Just last week, Leone was honored as the recipient of the 
first ever Transition House Open Door Award for his dedica- 
tion to domestic violence prevention efforts. 

Transition House is Cambridge’s domestic violence agency, 
providing emergency shelter, transitional and supported hous- 
ing and youth prevention education to our community since 
1975. Transition House created the first emergency shelter on 
the East Coast for women and children escaping domestic vio- 
lence. The organization has been an important community 
resource ever since. 

“I am humbled to be recognized by such a fine organization 
and close community partner,” said Leone. “Domestic violence

-Tree huggers in the best 
sense (Tewksbury )- “On Clark 
Road in Lowell stands a part 
of Tewksbury’s heritage, the 
Pow-Wow Oak tree,” notes the 
Tewksbury “Town Crier.” 

“Arching over the road, this 
more than 300-year-old white 
oak once served as a gather- 
ing place for Native 
Americans as well as the mili- 
tia that marched to Concord 
and Lexington that fateful 
April 19, 1775. Nearby the 
abandoned Hunt-Clark ceme- 
tery has fallen into disrepair, 
despite the unique historic 
nature of the site. Both the 
tree and the cemetery stand 
on land that once belonged to 
‘Tewksbury and represent part 
of the town’s rich historic and 
cultural heritage - and one 
that may be at risk. 

“The Pow-Wow Oak towers 
over 286 Clark Road. Its 
gnarled branches testify to its 
advanced age, with one errant 
limb protruding between 
power lines and over the 
street. Tourists and local his- 
tory seekers can spot the oak 
on the right side of the street, 
driving toward Andover Road, 
from a historic marker placed 
there by a local chapter of the 
Daughters of the American 
Revolution. 


“The marker says, ‘Under 
this oak, the Wamesit Indians 
met for their pow-wows, their 
peace conferences, and their 
councils of war. At the time of 
the colonies, the men of this
